|. JN ROTOUS- DISEASES. | 
A New Use for the Microscope in 
he Hands ef Scientists. 

The microscope is doing wonders 
in the hands of scientists. The re- 
searches of such eminent meu as 
Dr. Lionel Beale and M. Pasteur, 
says the Ogden Pilot, are making a 
revolution in the treatment of in- 
tectous diseases. The latter gentie- 
man is now bending his energies to 
the investigation .ef the cholera 
epidemic, The scourge of our 


southern coasts and tropical Amer- 
ica generally has been receiving 
similar attention. We learn from 
the Scientific American that a re- 

rt has been received at the State 
Department, at Washington, con- 
taining the results of observations 
and experiments made by Dr. 
Freize, a Brazilian physician, who 
believes he has discovered the cause 
of yellow fever in a microscopic 

rasite found in the blood of yel- 
ow-fever patients. Experiments 
made by injecting this ~ infected 
blood inte. the veins of rabbits and 
Guinea pigs proved its virulence by 
3 death, the blood of the 
nocula animal showing the 
same characteristics as that from 
the original yellow fever victim. 
The doctor’s experiments seem to 
prove, also, that these parasite 
germs ot death survive in the soil 
where the subject of the fever is 


buried, and from thence may again 


contaminate living organisms, 
which would appear to favor cre- 
mation rather than burial in the 
cases of yellow fever victims.

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GOVERNMEMT TIMBER. 


The Right of Mill-Site Locations 
to Cut Necessary Timber. 

The Commissioner of the Gen- 

eral Land Office has given the fol- 

lowing opinion: If the mill-site 

claim is timbered, there would 


seem to be no good reason why the 
lawful claimant should not be per- 
mitted to cut and remove the tim- 
ber thereon for the purpose of con- 
structing a will, reduction works, 
tramways or other necessaries re- 
quired inthe development of min- 
ing interests, In permitting the 
removal of the timber from such 
mill-site or tract of non-mineral 
land, prior to the issuance-of a 
patent therefor, it is strictly for- 
bidden to make such timber an 
article of sale for private gain or 
speculation.”’
